They stand on 
the street corners with baskets of dubious 
sweets and urge you in smiling softness 
to buy their dulces. They squat on their 
heels, their backs against a modern sky- 
scraper, to roll a cigarette and implore 
you to give but a centavo to the poor for 
the blessings of all the saints. And— 
leaving the peon class—they also furnish 
to San Antonio good bankers, manufac- 
turers, progressive merchants and solid 
citizens. 

A city of sunshine and flowers is San 
Antonio, and of strange and ever-inter- 
esting contrasts. Roses and chrysanthe- 
mums bloom in the plazas side by side 
throughout the winter, and except for the 
rare ‘“Texas norther” the air has the balm- 
iness of a Northern springtime. With the 
mercury at seventy, Northern tourists 
shed their waistcoats; when it drops to 
fifty-five the Mexican population dons 
ear-laps. 

Side by side are the tall granite build- 
ings of today and the one-story shacks of 
yesterday’s frontier. The million dollar 
hotels look down on the adobe houses of 
two generations ago.

Shor iting a tangent west 
ward from the north side of the 
and shooting another tangent southward 
from the east side of the circle—shows all 
southwest Texas as San Antonio’s. Look 
onthe map. And, not to be forgotten and 
not to be sneezed at, there is Mexico lying 
to the south of the Rio Grande. That ter- 
ritory is today, and has_ been, 
goods from eastern cities because the job 
bers in this territory have too much to 
take care of in Texas. Mexico buys from 
Germany, England, France and Italy, 
when it would prefer to buy from the 
United States—but business men in the 
North think the country is too far away, 
and there is a crying need for more and 
larger jobbers in San Antonio to reach 
out for that trade. 

For the manufacturer there is an at- 
mosphere—one of raw materials, low-cost 
power, good water and market, together 
with transportation facilities for reach 
ing that market. It were not well to bur- 
den one with words on this subject—the 
specific data can be gathered from the 
Chamber of Commerce on every line of 
manufacture. It is understood by all 
good townsmen that no town desires to 
ittract any who will not succeed. No 
factory manager should be inveigled into 
locating in a town unless the conditions 
surrounding that town are such as to 
promise success to average good manage 
ment. There are some classes of manu 
lacture which will not succeed in San An 
tonio—but there is a large class which 
will, and this is where the “atmosphere” 
comes in.

He generally ex- 
presses himself regarding the club to the 
effect that it is the finest sort of an or- 
ganization that he has ever had the pleas- 
ure of visiting.

HEN one picks up an industrial 
magazine these days, he is al- 
most sure to encounter an ar- 
efficiency” in business;

that continually 
arise in commerce— 
as a keener apprecia- 
tion of the true 
ethics of business. 
There are few things 
that could prove of 
such value to the 
world of trade as a

presentation of the 

rights and the wrongs, the honesty or 
dishonesty, the moral worth or the moral 
loss involved in the common practises of 
commerce and business. Scarcely a day 
passes but some industrial scandal is 
brought to light; hardly a week goes by 
but that a great strike disturbs the 
smooth working of the machinery of 
business in some part of the country; al- 
most continuously there is the evidence 


of a want of uniformity, of mutual under- 


standing, the lack of an ethical standard 





in the minds, and guiding the policy 
business men. 
We mistake the importance of this by 


supposing that there is no need for 
casuistry—-no need for an understanding 
of ethics; that these questions of right 


and wrong are pet fect; clear and well 


defined. There could be no greater n 
take (hey are not clear, but, for thi 
most part, very involved here are al 


ways two sides to a strike; there are al 
ways two sides 
every trade argu 
ment We look at 
these questions from 
different standpoints 
the customer fron 
one standpoint, thi 
employee from = an 
other, the manager 
and owner from an 
other. Therefore we 
work at cross put 
pose a. he em 
ployee often thinks 
of the managers and 
owners as a crowd of 
cold blooded money 
getters; the man 
agers and owners 
too often think of 
those who work for 
them as a lot of fee 
erabbers and_ time 
servers; and the out 
side public look up 
on the whole group 
as badly in need of 
regulation and_= re 
straint and constant 
ly clamor for a lot 
laws which often 
work great harm and give no end of an 
noyance \nd with few exceptions the 
truth of the matter would seem to be that 
all the people involved are, for the most 
part, honest, kindly disposed, generously 
inclined folk, who have to make their liv 
ing out of their business and want a fait 
profit, of course, but who also want to 
do the fair and the kind thing by all. 
[his interference by outsiders is due, 
in a large measure, to the fact that the 


business men themselves will not take the

Che truth the matter would seem to 
be that we are about a generation behin 
our busines ethical standards 
We have learned apply the power 
steam and el itv to all sorts of ma 
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chinery, but have not learned to apply 
the ethics of the Ven Commandments to 
business dealings. \We find modern, up 
to-date machinery in the factory; but too 


seldom a modern, up-to date conscience 
in the office. Profits and dividends, in- 
terests charges and improvements have so 
much more important place in the ques 


tion of child labor, proper housing, sani- 


tation, the health and welfare of the 
workers. 
lhe excuse for this sort of thing—and 


the only possible excuse, if indeed excuse 


possible—lies in the enormous growth 


i the business and industry of this coun- 
try. Wherever one looks one sees a 
growth like the vine of Jack of the Bean 


Stalk. To get through the business some 
how seems to have taxed the whole inter- 
est and energy of those in charge. All 
other considerations fall behind necessai 
ily. 

Another cause, which is not an excuse, 
seems to be found in the character of 
many of the men who have been success- 
ful. So many of them began at the bot- 


tom, as errand boys, or brakemen or man- 
ual laborers. From one point of view 
this is very fine—the evidence of success 


that has come to those who have had the 
courage to seize the opportunity in its 
flight. but after all the self made man is 
not always a pleasant type. We think he 
might have made a better job of himself. 
\Want of breeding and education too often 


show themselves in a coarseness of na- 
ture, a want of feeling, in a brutality of 
power, and a lack of appreciation of law 


and the rights of others—against which 
elements in industry people of today are 
becoming rapidly and justly aroused. 

It has been a common practice in that 
spirit of things which happily seems pass- 
ing, to apply a principle in one set of cir- 
cumstance and not in another. Cheating 
under certain circumstances was wrong 

under others it was more or less legiti- 
mate. To cheat a man was more or less 
contemptible; to cheat a company less 
reprehensible; to cheat the government 
almost legitimate—provided always one 
not caught. In a game of cards— 
poker or bridge—at the club, if one man 
cheated, all the others would make it their 
business to see that he was expelled. Yet 
the same men would not hesitate to meet 
on the plane of greatest intimacy a man 
know to have flooded the market 
watered stock; or to have 
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they 


with a cor- 
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rupted a city council or state lec 
to have robbed the federal goy, 
Other smug-faced Pharisees ha 
one or all these things and yet w 
gard the poker game itself as the 
type of iniquity—the particular ji; 

of the devil. In other words ehyeati, 
and gambling for business is all poh:

And so | say again that the ethics , 
business and the casuistry of commer 
might form the basis of some very yaly 
able discussions on the part of Rotarians

I have had unusual opportunity to get in 
touch with The Homeseeker Problem and 
should consider myself guilty of extreme negli- 
gence and indifference were I to fail to ex- 
press a line of thought which has grown out 
of the advantages which I have enjoyed.
